STEPULAIED PROTECTIVE ORDER 
PURSUANT TO FED. R. CIV. P. 26 



WHEREAS, PlaintiWCounterdefendant Cisco Systems, Inc. ("Cisco") and 
Defendant/Cbunterclaimant Teles AG Mormationstechnologien ("Teles AG") have, through 
counsel, stipulated to the entry of this PrpteCtive Order to prevent fhe mmecessary dissemination 
of disclosure of certaia documents, things, and information ia the possession, custody, or control 
of a party that constitute or contain confidential or protected information within the meaning of 
Federal Rule of Civil Procedure. ("Fed. it Crv. P.")26(c); and 

WHEREAS, the. parties, through counsel, stipulate that good cause exists for the entry of 
this Protective Order pursuant to Fed. R, Crv, F. Rule 2j6(c) to protect against improper 
disclosure or use of confidential information produced or disclosed in this case; 
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b; Outside counsel of record in this- Action engaged by Teles AG to represent it 
in connection withthis litigation, including Howrey LLP, and its support personnel including 
law clerks, paralegal, secretarial, clerical, and other employees who assist outside counsel in this 
case, provided such individuals agree to be bound by this Protective Order; 

c. any outside expert or consultant who is expressly retained or sought to be 
retained by any attorney described in sub-paragraphs (a) through (b) to assist in the preparation 
of this Action for trial, with disclosure only to the extent necessary to perform such work, 
provided such individuals agree to be bound by this Protective Order; 

d. any court reporter recording or transcribing testimony; 

e. any translator, interpreter, typist, or transcriber used by the interpreter; 

f. this Court, its clerk, and court pei^onnel; 

g. any person who authored and/or was an identified original recipient of the 
particular -CONFIDENTIAL - LEVEL U.material sought to be disclosed to that person^ and 

h. any other person agreed to by the Prodtacing Party in writing. 

18. As used in paragraphs 16 and 17, "outside consultanf ' shall include independent legal 
translators retained to translate in connection with this action; independent stenographic reporters 

• and videographers retained to record and transcribe testimony in connection with this action; 

• graphics, translation, or design services retained by counsel of record for purposes of prepariag 
•demonstrative or other exhibtts for deposition, trial, or other court proceedings in this action. 

19. Any person who receives, sees, reviews, or otherwise has access to information 
designated CONFIDENTIAL - LEVEL U shall not (i) prepare or participate in the prosecution of 
any f)atent application for the Receivrag Party; (ii) prepare or participate in the prosecution of 
any patent application in subject areas related to that of any patent m suit on behalf of any entity 
(except onbehalf of the Producing Party) whether or not a party; or (iii) prosecute any patent 
apphcation related iu any way to any patent ia suit (iacluding any continuation, continuation in 
part, or divisional relationship, including any parent or child relationship, and including any re- 
examination or interference proceeding). The prohibition set forth in the preceding sentence 
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diall be in effect frdm the time such person receives, sees, reviews, or bfiberwise has access to 
such Confidential Materials through and including two (2) years following the termination of the 
Action, including any appeals thereof. 

Pttrther, to ensure compliance with the protections intended by this paragraph, each law 
firm appearmg as counsel in the Action, aiid any in-house counsel permitted access to 
Confidential Materials under the terms of this R-otective Order, is to implement an "Etliical 
Barrier" to prevent disclosure of such Confidential Materials to any attorneys, employees or 
other staff who are not permitted access to Confidential Materials under the terms of this 
Protective Order. 

this paragraph shall not be construed, however, to prevent such persons from generally 
discussmg patents or patent applications relating to tiie subject matter of the patent in suit with 
other persons engaged m the prosecution or preparation of new patent applications relatmg to 
^uch technology, provided that no Discovery Material may be disclosed to such other persons. 

20. Trial counsel desiring to disclose Confidential Materials to m-house 
counsel/corporate representatives specified in subparagr^hs (c) or (d) of paragraphs 16 above 
shaU first obtain a signed undertaldng, in the form of Exhibit A attached hereto, from each such 
in-house counsel/corporate representative, and such counsel shall retam in his/ha: files the 
original of each subh signed undertaking, A copy of the proposed undertaking shall be 
forwarded to opposing counsel with the current curriculum vitae for such in-house 
counsel/corporate: representative. No Confidential Materials shall be disclosed to such in-house 
counsel/corporate representative until after, the expiration of a ten (10) busmess days 
coinmericmg with the service of a copy of the proposed undertaking and curriculum vitae, 
provided, however, that if dm-mg those ten (10) business days opposmg counsel makes an 
objection to such disclosure, there shall be no disclosure of Confidential Materials to such 
corporate representative, except by mutual agreement of the parties or further order of the Court. 
The party desiring disclosure of such Confidential Materials shall have the burden of filing a 
motion with the Court seekmg leave to make such disclosure. 
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written notice is given, the party to whom the referenced subpoena is directed may produce, on 
or after the date set for production in the subpoena but not prior to the end of the ten (10) 
business day notice period, such material in response thereto. 

33. All notices required by any paragr^hs of this Protective "Order shall be made by 
facsimile to counsel representing the noticed party. The date by which a party receiving notice 
shall respond or otherwise take action shall be confuted from the date of receipt of the notice. 
Any of the notice requirements herein may be waived in whole or in part, but only in a document 
signed by an attorney for the noticed party.
